Quivering with fright over the 


horrible tragedy wrought by the 
murderous maniac the child gave 
police their only clue as to the 
identity of the slayer. 


"He was a big black man," the 


child sobbed. 


The attack took place about 6 


o'clock this morning, police learn- 
ed. They were notified 
of the 


tragedy by J. H. Smith, a neigh- 
bor of the Penge's in the sparsely 
inhabited Residence Park. 


Smith said that Mrs. Penge, her 


body bleeding with many deep 
gashes, managed to find her way 
to their home where she fell into 
unconsciousness. After telephon- 
ing authorities, Smith rushed to 
the Penge home where he found 
the nude body Of Penge slumped 
on the floor of the front room of 
the cottage. 


The cottage bore evidence of, a

Beaten into almost unconscious- 


ness, Laura Penge was found help- 
less in her bed in another zoom. 
She was unable to give any co- 
herent account of what had hap- 
pened. 


Four-year-old Bernice who had

COLUMBUS, O., June 9.—Paint- 


ing a gloomy picture of the state's 
financial condition, State Treasur- 
er Harry S. Day declared today 
that Ohio "is in the tighest place 
in its history." 


Drastic steps, he asserted, such 


as salary-cutting 
and 
budget- 


slashing, are unquestionably neces- 
sary to put new pep and the flush 
of health into the state's run-down 
and anemic-looking pocketbook. 


The gray-haired guardian of the 


state's millions told International 
News Service frankly that, in one 
way or another, Ohio must back- 
track in its lavish spending. 


Day's voice was not to be heard1 


in the chorus of muttering and 
mumbling that broke out yester- 
day when the house of representa- 
tives finance committee recom- 
mended a 10 per cent wages cut 
for all state employes.

founded on experience gathered in 
two previous terms as state treas- 
urer—frenzied hacking and • chop- 
ping at budget requests, and other 
economy measures now being em- 
ployed by the two finance com- 
mittees, are not only defensible 
but commendable., -.

All the state's troubles in' meet- 


ing salaries, he predicted, are not 
yet over. 


A rob-Peter-to-pay-Paul device 


by which money has been bor- 
rowed from the highway fund to 
pay salaries out of the general 
fund cannot_contmue endlessly, he 
said. 


By that the treasurer said -he 


meant that "Sometime you have 
to pay back what you borrow." 


He added that the 
suffering 


general revenue fund already has 
been bolstered with loans of $3,-

Other transfers may be necessary, 
be said. 


Looking back through the pages 


of the state's financial history, 
Day said "Ohio never has been in 
such condition before." 


Still, he continued, "Ohio is not 


within a million miles of actual 
bankruptcy." Those who say the 
state is nearer bankruptcy than 
ever before are correct, he be- 
lieves, but the term "near" as he 
used it was not intended to 
frighten. 


BETTER THAN OTHERS 


"Although Ohio is in a more 


hard-up condition than it has ever 
been before, it still is in better 
shape, financially, than many oth- 
er states," he said. 


"Ohio is almost without bonded 


indebtedness. 


"Ohio has neven been forced to 


issue bonds to build roads and a 
great majority of the other states, 
including some of the so-called 
prosperous ones. have. 


"Ohio has such valuable re- 


sources that it is difficult to 
imagine this state actually going 
bankrupt and failing to pay its 
debts " 


The receipt of a check for more 


than Sl.000.000 a few days ago 
for disputed taxes from the East 
Ohio Gas Co came to the state, 
he said, "hke manna." Partly due 
to that payment, he said, the 
state will be able to meet its next 
payroll.

aued today by W E. Hllyard, lo-

Pennsylvania 


Railroad. 
"Reckless motoiists who crash in- 
to trains at highway crossings on 
the Pennsylvania Railroad are ic- 
sponsible for more than 
40 per 


, cent of the highway crossing ac- 
I cidents icportod for the first quar- 


) ter of this year. 
| 
"Figures just compiled by our 


department of safety show that 42 
per cent of all crossing accidents 
in the first three months of 1931 
were the result of motor vehicles 
actually running into trains. 


"Most motorists want to be and 


are careful drivers, but these fig- 
ures indicate how motor vehicles, 
when recklessly driven, become a 
menace to the railroad train, as 
well as to highway traffic. 


"Analysis of highway crossing 


accidents 
on the 
Pennsylvania 


Railroad 30 far this year indicates 
that one-half of all these accidents 
occurred when trains were either 
standing still or moving at less 
than 25 miles per hour. Thus, the 
okl conception, that accidents hap- 
pen because high speed 
express 


trains bear down on the unsuspect- 
ing motorist before he can get out 
of the way is clearly unfounded." 


"The number 
of 
cars 
which 


crash into standing trains is un- 
doubtedly much greater than the 
public generally realizes. We may 
wonder what is going on in the 
driver's mind which would cause 
him to drive deliberately into a 
train on a highway crossing, but 
the fact remains that the railroad's 
property is constantly being dam- 
aged by reckless motor drivers. 


"We have had instances where 


these heedless drivers, semingly 
oblivious to such a sizable object 
as a railway box car, plunge head- 
long into 80 or 100-car 
freight 


trains when half of the train or 
more has already moved over the 
crossing. 


"Despite this recklessness on the 


part of some automobile drivers, 
however, casualities from highway 
crossing accidents on the Pennsyl- 
vania Railroad were reduced 32 
per cent last year and we are ex- 
erting every effort to make a still 
further reduction this year."

The Pick- 
away Cream Cooperative Associa- 
tion, one of the most successful 
county cream marketing associa- 
tions in the United States, in spite 
of a price war has helped to main- 
tain butterfat prices and in iddi- 
tion is paying a. patronage divid- 
end of two cents per pound for all 
butterfat delivered during the past 
six months. 


The support which cream pro- 


ducers throughout the 
country 


have given to this cooperative ser- 
vice, has made possible the sav- 
ing of thousands of dollars 
to 


cream producers throughout the 
county- The association has show- 
ed a substantial gain in new pat- 
rons, and the last week in May 
showed the largest volume, 11,191 
pounds which "has been 
handled 


during a single week throughout 
the life of the association. The as- 
sociation provides a track collec- 
tion service and the product of the 
producer is tested and weighed by 
the producers organization agent. 
One-half points in test and one-half 
points in weights are allowed 
through 
the 
cooperative.

beer were made lawful. The brew- 
ers were asked to state how much 
grain they would use, how much 
machinery they would require to 
rehabilitate their breweries 
and 


how many employes would be put 
at work. 


The attention of Davis was at- 


tracted to the commission's study 
when one of its questionnaires was 
sent to a former brewer in Nor- 
ristown, Pa 
The brewer in turn 


asked Davis what the commission 
had discovered in its inquiry. 


In asking the commission for in- 


formation about the beer study, 
Davis wrote:

CHILDREN'S CARE IN 
SUMMER STRESS ED 


Now that vacation time is near 


the Children's Bureau at Washing- 
ton is sending out hot weather re- 
minders to parents of small chil- 
dren. Here they are;.. 


In planning vacations,, be sure 


that the house-"to which1 you are 
going is clean and well screened 
and that the milk and water sup- 
plies are safe. If traveling to a 
place where typhoid may be, have 
the children inoculated. 'Do not 
let the children drink -water from 
roadside springs, or other sources 
not known'to be safe. For short 
excursions, carry safe water with 
you. 
Boil all drinking water not 


known definitely to be safe. 


See that the child drinks three 


or four glasses of cool, unflavored 
water daily. Fresh-fruit orange- 
ade and lemonade and tomato 
juice may be given 'also, but tea. 
coffee, and some bottled drinks 
contain a stimulant which chil- 
dren should not have. 


Use no raw milk. If pasteurized 


milk is unobtainable, boil the raw 
milk. For children under 2 years 
all milk must be boiled. Keep 
cold and 'well covered. 


Do not buy food for children 


from street carts or from count- 
ers where it has been exposed to 
dirt and dust and flies. 


Give the child plenty of fresh, 


green, leafy vegetables, and ripe, 
fresh fruits. Be sure that those 
to be eaten, raw are washed in 
water known to be safe." Children 
over 18 months may have meat or 
fisli and a "fresh egg daily. 


Every child should be outdoors 


5 to 6 hours daily, except on rainy 
or very windy days. In the hot- 
test weather children should stay 
in the shade during the middle of 
the day. 


Let the child get well tanned 


gradually but not sunburned. Sun 
suit and sandals are all he needs 
for a large part of the day. In 
cooler summer weather 
he will 


need cotton underwear, a cotton 
suit or dress, short socks, shoes, 
and a sweater when he is not in 
the sun. Clothing that is too 
warm makes a child perspire too 
much and take cold easily.
